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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The oversea imports during September were valued at £2,280,737, 
which shows an increase of £48,335, or over 2 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. The total for the nine 
months was £20,242,877, an increase of £3,206,056, or nearly 19 per cent. 
over the corresponding figures for 1910. There were increases in most 
of the principal articles—apparel and soft goods, cordage and twines, 
metal manufactures, machines and machinery, and timber. 


The oversea exports for September amounted to £3,096,725, being an 
increase of £816,475, or nearly 36 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the nine months there was a 
decrease in the oversea exports of £554,211, or over 2 per cent., as 
compared with last year.

Gold Production.—The ‘gold yield during September was 14,742:0z. crude, 
equal to 12,176 oz. fine, valued at £51,723. The value ‘of gold produced 
during the nine months was £554,834, and showed a decrease of 
£61,469, as compared with the corresponding period of 1910. 


Prices.—The general index number for September was higher than that of 
August, bit slightly lower than for the corresponding carci of last year. 
The. ‘aiden: sicandivet for pastoral produce was 1,239, for metals 1, 178, and 
for all articles 1,229. During the month, fire prices of butter; sohrcats 
flour, scoured -wool, tallow, and frozen beef ‘advanced ; but greasy wool, 
leather, ‘copper, ‘and ‘tin decline| in ‘value; other «articles ‘remained 
about the same level as those ruling in-August. 


‘Land Selections.— During September 141 applications were made. for 45,499 
acres ; and 62,583 acres, representing 99 blocks, were set apart for 
residential settlement. Since the beginning‘ of ‘the year, the number of 
applications has been 1,020, and the area applied for 618,811 acres. The 
original area set apart for residential settlement since the lst January 
has been 451,981 acres, representing 612 blocks. 


Meteorolog As the vresu’t of four distinct thunder-storms, the frainfall 
‘recorded during the’month of Septe-uber, over an area‘of about one-third 
of the State, was in excess of the average. The most favoured districts 
comprised extensive portions of the Plains, Slopes, and Tablelands, and 
the South-western Corner ; but owing to the irregular distribution of the 
fails a, shortages soaked at many adjacent stations. The 
“ Wheat Bel Sadat, to some-extent, but the totals received in the 
Western th of the State and on the Csastal district ae were very 
‘meagre, varying’ from a * few points ‘to upwards<of -3 inches ‘below the 
‘average. 

On Séhie whole, ‘the temperature wasmild towarm. “At a yidey the 
maxinitim reached 85 degrees, which was the highest reading*sinee / April 
last, and*was-also:the: highest ‘for Septemberssinco: 1907. 
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Vital Statisties—Sydney and Suburbs—Sepiember 1911.—The Births regis. 
tered numbered 1,485, equal to 28-20 per 1,000 of population ; of the 
total, 778 were males and 707 females. The rate is very satisfactory, 
being the highest for the month of September since the year 1902, and 
9 per cent. above the average for the previous five years. 


The total Deaths numbered 509, namely, 281 males and 228 females, 
equal to a rate of 9:72 per 1,000 of population, being below the 
average for the previous five years in all age-groups except 65 and over. 


The Infantile mortality was 51 per 1,000 births. The rate is 
phenomenally light, being 24 per cent. below the average for the previous 
five years which, itself, is very low.
